ORCHARD, VINEYARD AND MISCELLANEOUS CROP STATISTICS, 1937-38. 


I. ORCHARDS. 

af Aereage. 29,874 (29,755) acres, increase 119 acres; Trees of 
bearing age 25,174 (25,503) acres. Several small orchards in unsuitable 
country were grubbed out and many old orchards in the Central and Murray 
Mallee divisions were taken up and replaced with Vines. Plantings of 
almond trees continve to increase, 30,000 were planted during the season 
following heavy plentines for the two previous years; these are mostly 
in County Adelaide and are reported to be making good progress. 

ays Production, Crops generally were much heavier than the previous 
year. Apples 1,275,486 (841,504) bushels, Apricots 511,452 (357,022) 
bushels, Oranges 802,255 (654,889) bushels; both Apricots and Oranges 
are record crops with Apples second only to 1927-28 season when 1, 352, 264 
bushels were recorded. 

Details for other fruits are shown in accompanying table. 


II. VINEYARDS.
